Dear  Mrs. 

The  sitting  of  August  3,  1933  which  you 
reported  to  the  Air  Force  has  been  identified 
aa  parhelia,  sometiioes  called  sundogs  or  moclc 
suns. 

Dr.  Donald  H.  Henzel^  In  his  book  **The 
World  of  Plying  Saucers j"  describes  Sundogs 
as  follows: 

"Sundogs  are  another  special  efTect  resulting 
from  a peculiar  combination  of  circumstances « and 
they  continue  to  supply  their  quota  of  good  UFO 
reports.  Tiny  Ice  crystals  floating  In  a layer  of 
quiet  air  and  reflecting  a bright  sun  are  respon- 
sible for  producing  sundogs.  A thin  layer  of  such 
crystals  may  be  Invisible  to  the  observer;  a 
thick  layer  appears  as  the  familiar  cirrus  clouds. 
Sunlight  filtering  through  such  an  ice  fog  Is 
reflected  in  each  crystal  so  that  a pattern  of 
bright  spots  of  light  forms  in  the  aky«  an  image 
of  the  sun  that  sometimes  rivals  the  sun  Itself  in 
-.brilliance.  These  images  are  called  mock  suns^ 
sundogs^  or  parhelia  when  they  aecompauiy  the  sun 
(and  mock  moons « moondogs^  or  paraselenae  when  they 
accompany  the  moon).  They  appear  in  the  sky  at  a 
position  a given  distance  from  the  sun  and  usually 
have  a trace  of  red  on  the  edge  nearest  the  sun. " 

Thank  you  for  reporting  this  unusual  aerial 
phenomena  to  the  Air  Force.

This  Is  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  11, 
1964,  with  further  reference  to  the  unusual  phenomena 
you  witnessed  on  August  3,  1963* 

In  our  letter  we  quoted  Dr.  Nenzel's  book  ”The 
World  of  Plying  Saucers,”  In  which  he  explained  the 
”sundog”  phenomena.  In  describing  this  phenomena. 

Dr.  Menzel  does  not  intend  that  there  need  be  clouds, 
in  order  for  a "sundog"  to  be  visible.  His  statement 
was  that  • ”a  thin  layer  of  Ice  crystals  may  be  Invisible 
altogether  while  a thick  layer  may  resemble  cirrus 
clouds.  A moderate  amount  may  result  tn  Just  such  a 
phenomena  as  the  one  you  witnessed.  Also,  '’sun-logs" 
appear  In  various  colors  of  the  spectrum  and  usually, 
although  not  always,  have  a trace  of  rad  on  the  edge
